order, Secretary Carlisle was asked by 
Chairman Springer to explain what 
would be the practical workings of his 
currency plan. 


In answer Mr. Carlisle said he had 


come to answer questions of the com- 
mittee, and to make a statement of his 
plan, but not to incVulgre in a general 
argument, as that had been done al- 
ready in his annual report. 


Proceeding to take up his suggestions 


seriatim as they appeared in his re- 
port, Mr. Carlisle read the first two, 
as follows: 


1. Ilepcnl all liuvs requiring or iiuthorizlnr; 


the deposit of United Suites bonds as security 
for circulation. 


2. Permit national banks to issue notes to an 


amount not exceeding 75 per cent, of their 
paid-up and unimpaired capital, but require 
each bank before receiving iiotes to dopo-it a 
guarantee fund consisting of United States 
lepal tender notes, including treasury coles of 
ifPO. to tho amount of "0 per cent, upon the 
circulating notes applied :or. This percentage 
of deposits upon ibe circulat!"™ notes out- 
standing to be maintained at all time?, and 
whenever n bank retires its circuhnio!! in 
whole or in part its guarantee fund to be re- 
turned to it in proportion to l.he amount of 
notes retired. 


In explanation Mr. Carlisle said it had come 


to be almost generally believed Miut that pro- 
vision of law requiring the deposit of United 
States bonds as security for circulation was a 
failure, He believed it prevented the elas- 
ticity of the. currency. Pacing without fur- 
ther comment to the second suggestion. Mr. 
Carlisle said he believed that this provision 
was perfectly safe in guaranteeing surety to 
depositors. 
The treasury reserve, he thought, 


should not exceed more than one-half of the 
outstanding circulation of naiional banks. 


Mr. Springer asked Mr. Carlisle to explain 


the difference between his plan for retiring 
circulation and that of the Baltimore bankers. 
and the secretary gave a brief sketch of each. 
The Baltimore plan, he said, provided for a 
circulation up to fifty pet1 cent, of the capital 
stock of the banks without any deposit what- 
ever, but subject to a ttix, the fund raised from 
which was to be used in relieving the funds of 
failed national banks. If this does not become 
large euou^u the government is to relieve the 
fund, looking to the banks for repayment. 
The government plan was that a separate 
fund of 30 per rent, of the circulation should 
be filed for each bank, and in addition there 
should be a safi-ty fund raised like that of the 
Hcllimore plan, but if this fund should not 
prove large enough, the treasury department 
might assess national banks pro rat a on circu- 
lation. 
The government, through this means, 


could lose nothing. In further explanation Mr. 
Carlisle said that the banks, by this plan, are 
called upon to keep the safety fund intact, in 
the Baltimore plan the government w:is re- 
quired to do this. 
-My plan." said the secre- 


tary, "requires the national banking system 10 
support itself entirely, and relieves tho govern- 
ment of all connection with the system, except 
to furnish notes and to hold the safety fund. 


Mr. Carlisle s-aiu his plan did uw;iy wiUi the 


present system of rede'nptiou o? national bank 
notes. At present national batiks could send 
their mutilated notes to the treasury ancl re- 
ceive in return new notes. By the now plan 
the government was divorced entirely from the 
reiio:;;pt:on of these national bank-note^- The 
government was relieved of all responsibility 
in the matter. 


In answer to Mr. Johnson, of Indian".. Mr. 


Carlisle said that the idea of the plan wa~ that 
the stronger banks should carry the weaker. 
If a t'ai.k railed so badly that it could hot pay 
its note-i. the ultimate liability was pla'.L'd. by 
the Baltimore plan, on the govt'ynmt-:::: by the 
pla1.! proposed by himself, the uiiimnte liabil- 
ity w;?s p'.::crcl on the b:U!ks.

THE BUTTER SHRUNK, 


Both in Quality and Quantity, While in 


Cold Storage, tor Which Damages 


Are Asked. 


Butter, creamery butter, is the sub- 


ject of an interesting suit filed in com- 
mon pleas court yesterday by T. C. 
Anderson, Esq., attorney 
for 
the 


Wheelers burg creamery company. Jos. 
I, Marsh, the cold storage man, is the 
defendant in the suit. The Creamery 
company made a contract with Mr. 
Marsh to store the product of the fac- 
tory in his cold storage house. The 
petition claims that the contract pro- 
vided for the maintenance of a mini- 
mum temperature of 38 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. They were to pay one-half a 
cent per pound for the first month and 
half that much for each succeeding 
month that the butter remained there. 
During May, June and July they put 
3,170 
pounds there, but the place was 


not kept cool enough, the temperature 
being as high as GO degrees Fahrenheit 
and on August 14th the creamery com- 
pany took the butter out. It had 
shrunk 33 pounds in quantity, not to 
speak of the shrinkage in quality, by 
reason of the poor care taken of it. It 
was sold for ll>£ and 12 cents a pound, 
whereas, had it been kept until Novem- 
ber, as was the intention, it would 
have brought 20 and 21 cents.

plaintiff asks SS50 damages on these 
grounds.

Tho longs-worth Heirs File an Answer to

Cincinnati Yesterday. 


A few day* ago the Cincinnati papers 


contained an occount of a sensational 
suit brought by one Jno. W, Flora, a 
resident of Carthage, Ky., a small vil- 
lage fifteen miles back of Newport, 
against the heirs of the Longworth 
estate. Flora claims to be an illegiti- 
mate child of the late Eliza Longworth 
Flagg, and that he was born twenty- 
six years prior to her marriage to Wil- 
.iam J. Flagg. 
By the will of Nicho- 


las Longworth the elder, two-twelfths 
of the estate is bequeathed to the issue 
of Eliza L. Flagg, after her death and 
Flora brought suit to recover two- 
twelfths of the estate. 


The defendants filed there answer 


in the United States circuit court in 
Cincinnati yesterday 
denying 
the 


claims of Flora in toto. They say that 
it is not true that Flora is the issue of 
Eliza Flagg, either before her mar- 
riage to William J. Flagg or at any 
other time, and they aver that Nicholas 
Longworth at the time of making the 
will had no knowledge of Mr. Flagg 
having given birth to any children. 


The defendants also claim that Mrs. 


Flagg for over eighty years lived a 
pure, virtuous, exemplary life and that 
her conduct was never such as to war- 
rant any charge against her chastity, 
and her reputation was in all respects 
stainless. 


The case is of local interest from tUe 


fact that William J. Flagg and his wife, 
the persons mentioned in the suit, were 
for some years residents of ttiis county, 
coming here from Cincinnati, where 
William Flagg had been in businiss and 
amassed a considerable fortune. At 
one time Mr. Flagg was nominated by 
the Democrats for representative, but 
refused to allow the use of his name.
